IRIS V. CULLY 


An extensive book on the religious 
education of children has not appeared for 
some time. This is hardly surprising 
because ‘liberal’ Protestant religious 
education has all but abandoned 
concerns and structures, and Roman 
Catholic studies have concentrated on 
limited segments of the field. 


CHILDHOOD EDUCATION IN THE 
CHURCH at various points indicates that 
it is addressed to evangelicals, but the 
breadth of the articles and the variety of 
topics will make it a resource across 

lines. (After all, every book is 
written from a specific viewpoint.) 
Opening chapters set children within their 
social context. Part 2 has separate articles 
on the understanding of children in age 
groups from infancy through grade six. 
These draw on psychological insights 
stemming from Piaget’s work, and stress 
the need for concreteness in teaching 
pes children. This is further elaborated 
in chapters on theology for children. A 
practical section on methods opens up 
many options. There are chapters on 
administration (including camps and child 
care programs) and excellent material on 
working with ex:eptional children: the 
gifted, mentally retarded, and those with 
physical or emotional handicaps. Con- 
cluding articles explore the role of family. 
and of the Christian day school. 


Inevitably there is unevenness. Edward 
L. Hayes has written a profound and 


' sensitive article on ‘‘Evangelism of 


Children” in the light of biblical, 
theological, historical, and emotional 
insights: an important and often neglected 
aspect of commitment. An article on 
learning, however, describes Gestalt with 
no reference to contemporary forms, and 
behaviorism with no reference to B.F. 
Skinner. Book lists at the conclusion of 


each chapter document the field from 1909 
to the present. While there is strong em- 
phasis on evangelical books in areas 
touching on curriculum, standard 
psychological and educational works are 
also listed with a wide selection of general 
works in religious education. This is a 
much-needed reference and those con- 
cerned with children’s religious education 
can dip into specific chapters confident of 
finding solid material. 


EXPLORING THE BIBLE WITH 
CHILDREN is a practical book based on 
clear intellectual understandings of 
biblical development and interpretation. 
The writer combines theological

_ The book is a rich resource because it 
gives a perspective on understanding the 
Bible: how it developed and ways of in- 
terpretation. It wrestles concretely with 
the continuing problem of how to make 
biblical teaching life-centered without 
merely using it illustratively, or giving up 
in favor of what would amount to historical 
Study. Practitioners will find in the con- 
cluding section a mine of ideas for using 
contemporary teaching approaches to 
convey biblical teaching effectively. 


EXPERIENTIAL EDUCATION: X-ED 
is a learning technique based on con- 
temporary interaction theory applied to 
adult religious education. This book ex- 
plains the method and gives exampies of 
its use, as well as describing the 
techniques involved. A central thesis is 
that “we are responsible for our own 
learning, and we generate learning in each 
other.”’ Motivation, par ticipation, learning 
style, and the usefulness of learning are 
key ideas. These are not new, and they 
have been central in childhood education 
for years, but they have had little impact 
on the teaching process in adult religious 
education. Some of the interaction 
techniques could be discomfiting to the 
uninitiated. But it is an engaging book. The 
writers have tried this out and are en- 
thusiastic in sharing the plan. It could be a 
way of shaking up the usually staid con- 
fines of the adult study group.
